ONE MILLIONTH CUSTOMER OF 2018 

Every year, Hamptons Subway awards a trophy 
and a watermelon to the one-millionth person 
coming through the turnstiles for that particular 
year. That happened on July 14th at 4:15 pm 


this year, the earliest in the year it ever has, 
which means this year is our best ever. He came 
through the turnstile at the Bridgehampton 


- station westbound, which set off the usual sirens 


and flashing lights. The man is a plumber named 
Madison McKendrick of Bridgehampton, and 
he tried to get away when we grabbed him to 
give him the trophy, the $50 swipe card and the 
watermelon, but we held on tight and the media 
was on hand, as was Commissioner Aspinall to 
make his usual speech and shake his hand, and 
Traffic Controller Alice Edison to hand him his 
prizes. It all took about 20 minutes, and when we 
handed him the microphone he said he was very 
honored but he was in a lot of pain and really had 
to get to the hospital, so we shortened the end of 
the ceremony a bit and sent him on his way. 

A half hour later, we learned that he had arrived 
at the hospital emergency room in cardiac arrest 
and although they did CPR, he died. 

Weregret that this happened, and we researched 
the circumstances of his death to see if it occurred 
while he was waiting for the train so he would 
not be eligible to be the one-millionth rider since 
he hadn’t ridden. But after an investigation, we 
learned he had been alive when getting off the 


subway at the Southampton Hospital stop, bent 
over but nevertheless, and so decided to let him 
keep the watermelon and the trophy rather than 
have someone bring those things back so we 
could select another millionth rider. The swipe 
card cash, of course, is not transferable. 


MAINTENANCE MEN COMPLAIN

the effect that as many as half of the subway 
track switches, speedometers, radios, closed

ACCUSED DECRY POLICE SEPARATION ACTION 
Members of a Sag Harbor wedding party 
arrested for excessive formality have lodged 
an official complaint against the Hamptons 
Police Department, decrying their treatment 
at the hands of the department’s Dress Code 
Enforcement Unit. In their complaint, the 
aggrieved individuals allege that Dress Code 
Enforcement officers separated them from their 
formal wedding attire in a disorganized and 
haphazard manner, without any obvious way 
of reuniting any of them with their tuxedos or 
evening gowns. 


It all began at around 5 p.m. last Saturday as 
the wedding party in question arrived at Main 
Street in Sag Harbor and began exiting the coach 
that had been hired to take them there. Fresh 
from church, the members of the party were 
dressed formally, with the men in classic tuxedos 
and the women in formal evening wear. As they 
made their way to the restaurant where the 


- wedding reception was to take place, they were 


spotted by police and were taken into custody for 
being in violation of Sag Harbor’s summer dress 
code. The dress code mandates that all persons 
in Sag Harbor be dressed in a casual fashion, and 
specifically forbids the wearing of tuxedos and 
formal evening gowns of any kind. 

“There’s no question but that they were way 
over the line,” says Hamptons Police spokesman 
Larry Hirsch, who was quick to defend the 


department’s actions in the case. “I mean, we've. 


given summonses to individuals for buttoning 
the top button of their shirts, and here they come 
waltzing in with cummerbunds and cufflinks. 
Give me a break.” Hirsch says the police issued 
the arrested individuals appropriate attire and 
allowed all of them to proceed to the reception 
after paying a fine.

for the first time last year as a summer pop-up 
of the wildly successful Eleven Madison Park in 
Manhattan. At the time—this was before things 
went awry for me this year—I managed to qualify, 
and as a result, ate there. The food is fabulous.

Last week, I made another reservation online 
there and, after typing in my account and 
password, selected the date for my dinner for 
two as August 1. But my finger slipped when I 
did the date and by mistake I accidentally put 
$100 down on August 2. There was no way to 
cancel it online. Or, to put it another way, doing 
so might lose me $100. I decided to write them 
an email about it. How that turned out I will 
relate at the end of this story. 

As for the other restaurant, I couldn’t find any 
time online that was possible for me, so I called 
their marketing division (yes, they have one) and 
tried to make a reservation through them. An 
email appeared that I thought was from them, 
giving us a dinner date on Friday, July 6 at 
3:45 p.m.—a particularly early time, but hey, you 
get what you get—but when my wife and I got 
to Shuko Beach on the appointed day and time, 


smacking our lips, we were told by a maitre d’ 
there must be some kind of mistake as we weren't 
on the list. I asked him to look again. He did, but 
when he looked up at me again it was with an 
icy stare. Was I trying to pull something over on 
them? He nodded at the door. 

We had skipped lunch to enjoy this—we’d 
already heard about their terrific spicy seafood 
dish with shrimp, lobster, peppers, tofu and 
scallions—and so we slunk out disappointed, 
hungry and feeling guilty.

greeted you. They were like friends of the family.

Locals would eat at Sam’s in East Hampton, Il 
Capuccino in Sag Harbor, the Driver’s Seat in 
Southampton, Michael’s in Springs. 

As for the affluent, although their restaurants 
were fewer than the local’s restaurants, it wasn’t 
really about the food.

They would go to Dick Ridgely’s in Water Mill, the 
Stage Door in Sagaponack, Herb McCarthy’s in 
Southampton, the American Hotel in Sag Harbor, 
the Patio in Westhampton Beach, the Spring 
Close House or Villa D’Or in East Hampton.

Today the situation as regards 
eating is the reverse from what it 
was. Locals are in the minority, 
while the affluent have come into 
the majority. And it’s topsy-turvy 
in so many other ways as well. 

Consider these reversals. For 
the well-to-do, drinks are not the 
issue anymore. It’s the food. It is 
not unusual to see a prosperous 
person taking a picture of the 
dinner being served him or her 
at a fine restaurant. Food is right 
up there, titillating the senses. 
It rivals sex. Drinks? Just wine 
with dinner. 

Owners out front? Almost 
never. Today the. chefs at well- 
to-do restaurants are _ rock 
stars with six- (maybe seven- 
) figure incomes. The tastes of 

the concoctions they prepare are 
designed to be remembered for the rest of your 
life, not only in your taste buds but in the 
arrangement in which they appear on your plate. 

Sometimes, the chefs themselves are the 
owners, though busy in the back. The restaurant 
front is hosted by managers and attractive young 
people. Often, corporations own restaurants. 

Getting a table? Until this new wrinkle, to 
eat out, the well-to-do would book by phone or 
online many days in advance if they know what’s 
good for them. At home? Their kitchens often 
have expensive appliances from, for example, 
Switzerland, and are very complicated, sometimes

Looking Back at 10 Days of Patriotic Fireworks

ere are a few leftover stories from the 
Fourth of July. 

Dan’s Hamptons Media, which publishes Dan’s 
Papers, held the first of what will eventually be 
five food-and-drink events on the East End on 
Memorial Day at the Southampton Arts Center 
on Jobs Lane for hundreds of guests. It was a 
sold-out celebration of rosé. 

The second event was on the North Fork at the 
Halyard at Sound View Greenport. It was a sold- 
out five-course sit-down meal for 200, in a series 
of connected rooms that all have spectacular 
views of Long Island Sound. That’s because part 
of the Halyard is on pilings atop the boulders of 
the beach. It is surely the most spectacular sunset 
view on the East End. 

That evening, fireworks popped, banged and 
showered over the Sound, from Connecticut, 
Greenport, Southold— virtually all over. Were 


these offerings ordered up by Dan’s? Well, 
of course! 

Come to GrillHampton, the next Dan’s food- 
and-drink offering, at Fairview Farm on Mecox 
Bay on Friday evening, July 20. More than a 
thousand people are expected. Saturday, July 
21 is our biggest event of the summer, Dan’s 
Taste of Two Forks, where some 1,500 people 
will eat dinner from more than 50 food and 
beverage tasting tables, again at Fairview Farm 
in Mecox. This is the biggest foodie event of the 
summer. Then, on August 4, comes Dan’s Corona 
MonTaco, another huge celebration, this time 
with a Mexican twist, at Gurney’s Montauk Yacht 
Club and Resort.

At least a dozen fireworks events celebrated 
the Fourth of July in and around the villages 
of the Hamptons. All went off as planned, 
except for the one at Umbrella Beach in 


Montauk. There, the fire department display 
was scheduled for 25 minutes with a big grand 
finale at the end. But it only got through about 
12 minutes. Then it stopped. Mid-bang, so to 
speak.

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Fake Videos 


Not Being Able to Believe Anything Could Solve the Problem 


BY DAN RATTINER 


S ometime before the end of this year, people 
up to no good will be able to produce 
videos of famous people talking into a 
microphone and saying things they never said. 
This trickery, known as Deepfakes, is the result 
of new computer technology. 

Recently, an article in The Guardian of 
London took a survey of the technology coming 
to market. Stanford University has created 
Face2Face where Vladimir Putin is seen 


‘saying something he never said. A team at the 


University of Alabama has been working on 
voice impersonation. A student speaks into a 
microphone but the voice coming out of a speaker 
is the voice of George W. Bush. In Canada, a 
startup called Lyrebird (say it as Liar-bird) has a 
program that results in text in a newspaper being 
“spoken” by whoever you want it to sound like— 
Donald Trump or Nancy Pelosi. 

The Guardian quotes people working on these 
projects to describe how these programs could 
be used. You could leave a voice message on a 


person’s cell phone that appears to come from his . 


or her mother. You could take a speech of Donald 
Trump and replace it with him declaring war on 
North Korea. It’s not just how his lips move. It’s 
also his head and arms. It’s really him. 

Several companies are working to create 
markers that could be used in identifying fake 
speeches. Steve Brill is launching NewsGuard to 
do that. A company called Storyful is now coming 
on the market to verify proper news content. 

“We already see it doesn’t even take doctored 
audio or video to make people believe something 


that isn’t true,” Storyful’s Mandy Jenkins told 
The Guardian. 

I recall a series of videos that influenced the 
2016 election. A man with a hidden camera went 
to apply for a job with Hillary Clinton’s campaign. 
He would ask innocuous questions about the job 
and get a reply. 

“Certainly Hillary knows all about this,” a 
campaign official would say, answering a 
question about how the group linked up with 
the candidate. You could see him saying this. 
But then the video would get doctored. Though 
what the official said would be left alone, the 
question being asked by the job seeker/video 
maker, which was voiceover, was changed. It 
became an outrageous question—does Hillary 
know homeless people are being paid by her 
campaign to protest Trump? By George, yes, she 
does. I know people who watched these videos 
before Election Day and decided to change their 
votes. They couldn’t vote for Hillary anymore. 

Shortly after Trump’s victory, and some 
time after the British Brexit vote that many 
British officials believe was tampered with, the 
French had an election fora new prime minister 
where centrist candidate Emmanuel Macron 
was expecting a strong challenge from right 
wing candidate Marine Le Pen. Word came in 
that a huge amount of fake videos would come 
through to the French citizenry via their social 
media accounts making incorrect and damaging 
statements about Macron. Don’t pay attention 
to this, the government warned the public. And 
indeed, during the 48 hours before the election 
the country was barraged with the expected 
outrageous and inaccurate charges from Le Pen 


against Macron. People ignored it. Macron won. 

If the new false videos can have Trump or 
Bernie Sanders or anyone else appear to be seen 
saying whatever the trickster wants to have said, 
the situation will shake the democratic process 
to the core. It will be a danger to America. 
Considered the same as shouting fire in a 
crowded theater. Protecting freedom of speech 
will need to be redefined as to protect IN PERSON 
speaking. But not what is passed off as real video 
on social media.

I believe China already has laws in place that 
punish people who do this sort of thing. Laws here 
should make it a felony to create or disseminate 
video from any politician saying anything at all in 
America. We'll have to protect freedom of speech 
from videotaped speech. 

What will be left? Going to hear and see 
what a candidate says in person. That, along 
with newspaper essays, was how candidates very 
successfully made their points for a hundred 
years before the advent of radio and video. 

Another thought: Open two new networks, 
one for the Democrats and one for the 
Republicans, and have each party closely 
monitor their own. Appeal to Americans to get 
the right news there.

Can he make a radio and a canoe? I don’t care 
if he does it out of chocolate or bacon, but I want 
to get the hell off of that island! If I had to choose, 
it might be one savory thing, and one sweet 
thing. Maybe he’s a really kick-ass pizza chef 
and someone who makes amazing homemade 
ice cream. That way I can have variety within 
the form but still within that chef's expertise. 
Maybe I’m overthinking it. Then again, I’m on an 
island—I have lots of time to think.... 

You have a degree in acting from the Yale 
School of Drama. How has that informed 
your cooking and hosting? 

In terms of my cooking, I think most graduate 
students would agree that you learn to make 
do with very little and you have to learn to 
stretch ingredients very far. I think, sadly, this 
is something that a lot of the nation can relate 
to considering the current economic situation. 
In terms of hosting, it’s been incredibly helpful 
and impactful. Knowing how to push narrative 
and move the story along, breath support and

really hitting ideas and key phrases both on 
camera and voiceover, as well as basic on-camera 
comportment, getting sound bites with an 


_ eye towards editing and post production, and 


having a real on-camera awareness have all been 
offshoots of my training as a performer at Yale. 
Every segment has to be a story, even if that 
story’s only about a sandwich. 

If you weren’t cooking or acting, what 
would you be doing? 

Going mad wishing I were cooking or acting! I’ve 
always enjoyed graphic design, and have pretty 
solid abilities as a writer, so I might have 
pursued one of those avenues. Plus, my major 
was International Studies and I speak French 
and Hebrew. There was a really significant period 
of time in my life when I considered j joining the 
Foreign Service. 

You’ve also worked in the U.K. What’s the 
main difference, culinary-wise, between 
their and here? 

They have a fascination with our comfort food 
that we do not reciprocate. I think a lot of this has 
to do with a lack of knowledge of British comfort 
food, not just a lack of quality, which is what I 
think most people perceive. The “ethnic” foods 
in the U.K. are what I look for the most: kebabs, 
great Szechuan in Chinatown, and of course 
phenomenal Indian curries. There’s a great deal 
of fine dining to be found, but they don’t have 
the same late-night or take-out options that we 
do in the U.S. And, much like we may never 
be on equal footing when it comes to fish and 
chips, how are they ever going to make a better 
bagel than Brooklyn? Or a better slice of pizza 
than New York? I love the fact that people in the 
U.K. use adjectives that we use for people, for 
their food. For example: nice, lovely, gorgeous. 
I absolutely love it. Generally speaking, they 
have better chocolate and they have better 


chips—but make sure you call them crisps there. 
Is there anything you absolutely would not 
eat, and why? 

Maraschino cherries are the work of the 
devil. I guess the real ones are okay, but those 
artificial glow-in-the-dark red ones were made 
in a laboratory in Hell to punish the taste buds 
of the damned. Also, potted meat, raw green 
peppers, sardines and anchovies in the can, as 
well as those small chunks of ham that they have 
in things like a Denver omelet, are near-medieval 
forms of torture that should be outlawed by the 
Geneva Conventions. I also kind of hate Cap’n 
Crunch, though I do respect their insistence on 
the abbreviation and the apostrophe. 

And the black licorice thing? 

When someone tells me they like black licorice 

and things of that flavor, it’s like when people 
tell me they prefer winter to warm sunny days. I 
understand it, intellectually, as a preference, but 
I totally judge you as a bizarre and potentially 
mad person for putting it in your mouth and 
receiving joy from it. 
What’s your ideal summer beverage? 
Iced tea. Can be spiked, can be virgin. Will always 
be awesome. Anything that gets along so well 
with bourbon and vodka can’t be that bad! i

Nathaniel Rogers was born in Bridgehampton on August 1, 1787, the son 
of John T. Rogers, a farmer, and Sarah Brown, the eldest daughter of the 
second Presbyterian minister in Bridgehampton. At 15, he accidentally cut his 
knee badly, resulting in permanent disability. While recovering, Rogers learned 
to draw and paint, copying illustrations from books and painting miniature 
portraits of his friends. He eventually began selling his miniatures. He then 
went to New York City to study art further. 


He opened his own studio as a miniatures painter in 1811, when he was 
24. He exhibited at the American Academy of Fine Arts and was a founder of 
the National Academy of Art and Design, where he also exhibited regularly. In 
time, Rogers was the most popular miniaturist in New York City. 


Miniatures are an art form that’s not well known today. Miniature portraits 
on ivory, usually in watercolor, sized about 2.5 to 4 inches high and between 
2 and 3 inches wide, were very popular in the late 18th century and the first 
half of the 19th century. Most of the great artists of the time painted some 
miniatures, but others, such as Rogers, specialized in them. A good miniature 
could cost as much as a full-sized portrait.

Oval shaped miniatures, topped with a convex piece of glass, were often 
worn as pendants, but later, slightly larger rectangular pictures became more 
popular, which were simply displayed as paintings. The development of 
photography, beginning with daguerreotypes in the 1840s, basically killed the 
art of miniature painting. 


Rogers became wealthy from his painting, retiring from work in his early 
50s; in fact, when he moved to Bridgehampton full time in 1839, he was 
considered the third richest man in Southampton. He moved out of the city 
because he had contracted tuberculosis in 1825, and Bridgehampton was 
considered a healthier place to live than New York. 


When Rogers moved back to Bridgehampton, he purchased a house on 
Main Street from Judge Abraham Topping Rose. Judge Rose had recently 
inherited another house right across the street (now Topping Rose House), so 
he sold his previous home to Rogers. 


The house, built in 1824, was probably a Federal style farmhouse. Rogers 
redesigned the house in the fashionable Greek Revival style, most likely 
designing it himself via the popular pattern books from which builders and 


architects took inspiration, adding Ionic columns, Continued on page 30

pilasters framing the doorway, a cupola, and a balustrade. 

Unfortunately, Rogers got to enjoy his new fashionable house for just a few 
years, dying in 1844 at the age of 57. He and his wife had six children; all but 
one, a Sag Harbor doctor, died young. They’re all buried in Bridgehampton. 


Caroline Rogers, Nathaniel’s widow, lived in the Bridgehampton house until 
she died in 1857. It was then purchased by Capt. James Huntting, who lived 
there until the early 1870s. By the early 1880s, a Mr. Storms ran the place as a 
boardinghouse called Hampton House. (The Long Island Rail Road extended 
to Bridgehampton in 1870, making the town a popular summer destination.) 


In 1894, the house was purchased by Capt. John Hedges and his daughter 
and son-in-law, Caroline and Frank Hopping, for $5,340. The family operated 
Hampton House as a luxury hotel, renovating and upgrading the interiors, 
including adding a fireplace made with stones from Gardiner’s Island. The inn 
had between 8 and 10 rooms to rent, as well as dining rooms. In summer, the 
teachers who rented the rooms during the rest of the year had to move up to 
the hot attic floor so the hotel guests could stay in the cooler lower floor. 


Sadly, the house was badly damaged in the 1938 hurricane and never 
regained its former grandeur, but Caroline kept the hotel running until 1948, 
when the place reverted to being a private residence. In 1952, Caroline leased 
the front yard to an Esso gas station. She died later that year, and for the next 
50 years, the place was the home of James Hopping and his family. 


The irascible James did not keep up the property. He also made plans for 
commercial development of the property, which would involve the demolition 
of the old house. Recognizing that the house was irreplaceable, Southampton 
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PAIGE SOMMER 


Town purchased the property in 2004 for just under $3.1 million, using CPF 
funds and donations, and appointed the Bridgehampton Museum as its 
stewards. 


And then the fun started. The house, by now a crumbling wreck, was 
still a jewel. “[It] has been described by Preservation Long Island, as one of 
the two best examples of Greek Revival architecture on Long Island,” says 
Bridgehampton Museum Executive Director John Eilertsen. 


At the beginning, no one realized how much work and money would be 
involved: more than $2 million just to stabilize the structure. The house’s 
iconic Ionic columns cost $87,000 by themselves to restore, but after all, these 
are the original columns Rogers had built. There wasn’t enough flashing on 
the bottom, so the wood was rotting away. Now they are saved. 


Estimates for the total cost of the restoration range upwards of $9 million. 
Of course it would have been cheaper to knock the whole thing down and 
rebuild, but it wouldn’t be the same. This iconic building is an important part 
of the character, history and fabric of Bridgehampton and of the Hamptons 
as a whole. 


And the end is finally in sight. “The restoration of the Nathaniel Rogers 
House is in its final stage,” says Eilertsen. “Four contractors are simultaneously 
working on carpentry, plumbing, electrical and mechanical elements. 

It’s expected that the house will be fully restored in 18 months and 
will be open to the public, as the Bridgehampton Museum’s new 
headquarters and primary exhibition space, shortly thereafter.” 


Surely, Nathaniel Rogers would approve. — Laura Euler

“Since I was a little kid, I’ve collected rocks,” Kristen says, a hand moving 
unconsciously to the place her stone is secured. “I tortured my mother, and 
she eventually created a rock garden with little rocks—took them all out of 
the drawers in my dresser and the piles in my room. And I always carry a rock 
with me. Rocks are a reminder of that natural element and being grounded.”

“My starting point was either an experience I’ve had that I loved, a 
favorite stone or a favorite place. I did not want ‘Whispering Winds,” 
she says with a knowing laugh. Instead we have the likes of Glacier, Bay 
Stone, Montauk Gray, a range drawing upon her time living in Australia, 
hiking Glacier National Park, and living on the East End, of course. 


The breadth of those color inspirations parallels the vision for Kristen

MASTER CRAFTSMAN 
GARY ANDERSON, TOOL AND DIE MAKER, 
MACHINIST, FABRICATOR ANDERSON TOOLING 


In a world of ultra-custom, high-end and antique, it’s not surprising the 
person who can make or reproduce just about anything is indispensable. Yet, 
paradoxically, tool and die men like Southampton’s Gary Anderson are a dying 
breed. How else does a persnickety homeowner replace a missing finial for their 
18th century gate, or find parts for window latches that fell out of fashion three 
decades earlier? What happens when CAD software and 3D printing won’t cut 
it? Someone always needs to get their hands dirty. 

As the Hamptons’ last true tool and die maker east of the Shinnecock Canal, 
Anderson and his team at Anderson Tooling are never short of work. And their 
hands are rarely clean.

The 66-year-old Springs resident, who will celebrate 45 years as a machinist 
on August 8, says he’s glad for the steady flow of work, but it also makes him 
painfully aware of how few people remain in his trade. “I get no breaks, being 
the only one who does it,” Anderson says, describing the vast array of jobs that 

come into his shop. “I average 60 to 100 hours a week.” 

A messy stack of job orders grows ever higher on his desk, each new 
addition threatening to tip it and send papers careening over the side. Still, 
as overwhelmed as he is, Anderson seems loath to turn anyone away. At one 
point during an interview at the shop, his phone rings and he quickly denies a 
request for what turned out to be a customer seeking special screws to mount 
a license plate bracket. But after some quick, silent calculations, and a bit 
more information, Anderson relents and acquiesces. The screws were in his 
customer’s hand the next day. 

The work is incredibly varied, Anderson says, explaining that projects range 
from a simple pair of screws to the winding, wood and brushed-metal spiral 
staircase that appeared in a 1997 issue of Architectural Digest. 

“You name it, we make it—anything imaginable,” Anderson says, noting later, 
“Metal, plastics, wood... Anything that anybody wants.” 

Anderson completed his apprenticeship and journeymanship over nine years 
at the Bulova watchcase factory in Sag Harbor, where he learned to operate 
milling machines, lathe turning, precision magnetic grinding and working hand 
tools. As he built specialized tools for the factory and its workers, Anderson used 
his off hours to add the art of heat treating, forging, engraving and sculpturing 
to his growing repertoire of skills. 

Bulova allowed him to do private jobs on his own time and he took full 
advantage of it. The blossoming craftsman had experience well beyond his 


station by the time Bulova closed in 1981, and after five Continued on page 42

more years working for Shaw Aero Devices in East Hampton, Anderson was ready 
to start his own company. 

Anderson Tooling was one of four local machine shops when he opened the 
business in 1986. “[Today] I’m the only one that’s in the Yellow Pages,” Anderson 
says, pointing out that the Hamptons still has its share of fabricators, but he does 
much more than weld. 

“Anybody can be a fabricator,” Anderson says. “You get up and tie your shoes— 
you just fabricated your laces.” 

Anderson's work requires a much wider breadth of knowledge and a gung-ho 
spirit for problem solving. “Everything is experimentation,” he says. “It’s like you’re 
a doctor, always practicing.” 

Even with mastery over so many materials and nearly half a century under his 
belt, Anderson regularly takes on projects that demand innovation or an untested 
approach. “It’s a very diversified field,” he says. 

When a client brings something in, Anderson is often their only remaining hope 
for a solution. “People call me the ‘last chance,’” 
people call me ‘the duplicator.’” 

Anderson and his guys—including Les, who’s been there 20 years, and the 
younger Conrad, just a few years out of high school—make perfect replicas. Then 


he says, adding later, “A lot of 
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they use various patinas, paints and rubs to match their parts to the originals. “I 
can make them look brand new or ancient,” Anderson says. 

Architects, designers and contractors look to Anderson for the unique solutions 
they'd never see on a shelf or create themselves, because “A custom thing is very 
hard to find,” he says. 

Along with creating objects or custom tools, Anderson helps create things no 
one has ever seen before. “I make inventions,” he says, explaining how he works 
with inventors to build their prototypes. But beyond creating the objects or 
machines for these customers, “I know nothing about it,” Anderson says, noting 
that his work for them stays totally confidential. 

He even collaborates with East Hampton and Southampton townships to make 
the small, rectangular clam gauges local clammers use to check if their catch is 
big enough to keep. 

“If I can make it, I will. If I can’t, I'll find a way of getting it made,” he says. 
“T’ll make whatever I have to, to make something work.” 

Anderson acknowledges it’s an ego boost to realize he can make just about 
anything put before him. “It’s a very weird business,” he says. “It’s fun. I love 
what I’m doing.”

/ the town. This dual licensing rule is also applicable to landscapers who operate within the Town of East Hampton 

) pursuant to Chapter 156 of its Town Code and within Shelter Island pursuant to Chapter 79 of its Town Code. 

_ However, within the Towns of Southold and Riverhead, a landscaper need only to be licensed by the county, not the 
town, because these towns do not have local licensing laws within their respective codes. Nonetheless, these town- 

| specific licensing laws are applicable only to the provision of landscaping services on properties that are located within 
_ the unincorporated hamlets contained within these respective towns, not the incorporated villages, which have their 
own laws.

LANDSCAPER LICENSING AND PAYMENT INFO EAST ENDERS NEED 10 KNOW 


INTERESTINGLY, LANDSCAPERS CANNOT ELIMINATE THEIR EXPOSURE He : : 
JUST BY OBTAINING THE REQUISITE LICENSING. Bagcs: 


Beyond licensing, did you know that landscapers must provide homeowners with a written contract that contains 
specific terms before providing landscaping services? According to Suffolk County Code 8563-21, “a written contract 
for work to be performed which specifies starting and completion dates, description of costs of labor and materials” 
is required. This contract must also include “a statement of any contingencies that would materially change the 
approximate or estimated completion date,” according to NY General Business Law 8771. 


Moreover, 8771 requires that the contract also sets forth “[t]he name, address, telephone number and license number, 
if applicable, of the contractor”. Further, 8771 requires that the contract contains the following notice “in clear and 
conspicuous bold face type:” 


Any contractor, subcontractor, or materialman who provides home improvement goods 
or services pursuant to your home improvement contract and who is not paid may have 
a valid legal claim against your property known as a mechanic’s lien. Any mechanic’ s 
lien filed against your property may be discharged. Payment of the agreed-upon price 
under the home improvement contract prior to filing of a mechanic’s lien may invalidate 
such lien. The owner may contact an attorney to determine his rights to discharge a 
mechanic’s lien.

__ Beyond such notice, the General Business Law also requires that the contract includes a provision about cancellation 
fights and that the contract is written in plain English. Further, the General Business Law sets forth rules for the 
utilization of payment schedules and requires that advance fees be held in escrow. 


Now to the fun of it all: where an unlicensed landscaper bills for services performed they cannot collect those monies teh 
by commencing a lawsuit. In fact, a complaint by an unlicensed landscaping services will be dismissed on the licensing pacaeeses 
ground alone. Specifically, the NY Civil Practice Laws and Rules, at Rule 3015(e), requires that the license number be S sae mee - 
included in a civil complaint when a lawsuit is brought to collect such fees. To add insult to injury, when the unlicensed 
landscaper predictably failed to provide a written contract in substantial compliance with NY General Business Law 
§771, the homeowner can counterclaim for up to $2,500 in damages from the landscaper. As you can see, it is good to 
know alittle thing called the law.

got lost trying to find the location. Finally I just 
turned around and went back to the Center's 
coffee shop, known as “Kropnik’s.” Heidi, the 
shop’s proprietor, gave me directions, then 
invited me to bring in some of my paintings 
so she could have a look. We started a friendly 
business arrangement right then and there! Folks 
would come in for gas or to have a repair done, 
and while they were waiting, have a cup of coffee 
as they checked out my art show. 

If you could sit down to coffee with any 
artist from history, who would it be and 
what would you talk about? 

I’m _ related to the political cartoonist 
Thomas Nast (my great grandmother was a 
Nast). I grew up seeing pictures of his famous 
jolly Santa Claus drawings, the Republican 
Party elephant icon, and cartoons exposing Boss 
Tweed’s Tammany Hall corruption. During the 
Civil War, he was a war correspondent and I’ve 
heard that President Lincoln said his drawings 
from the battlefields made him their “best 
recruiting agent.” I think his commitment to his 
own political and social convictions through his 
art was so courageous. I would ask him to tell 
me what it was like to draw President Lincoln 
from life when he saw him in a train station in 
New York City. Can you imagine the excitement 
at seeing Lincoln and capturing his likeness and 
personality with pen and paper!? I would have 
lots of questions about that!

from the Jersey Shore. I’ve visited the East End 
a few times and look forward to my next visit. 
In my younger days I made several surfing trips 
to Montauk Point, the beauty of which has left a 
lasting impression on me. 

What draws you to photorealism? 

I don’t consider myself a true photorealist— 
more likely a hyperrealist. Although I studied 
art in college, I am a self-taught realist. As I 
was learning to paint and draw, I always tried 
to make things look as real as possible. My 
younger influences were Malcolm Morley, 
Rackstraw Downes, Richard Estes, Alfred Leslie, 
Andrew Wyeth and the whole wide world of 
realist painters. 

Looking through your website, your 
pieces with unfolded pieces of paper 
painted on top of the scene are particularly 
intriguing. Can you explain briefly what’s 
going on there? 

I painted the first of these trompe Uoeil 
paintings early on in my career and found it 
very interesting how it brought the viewer up 
close and into the painting. I continue to paint 
them periodically because I find them basically 
just fun, not only for the challenge of painting 
something to look like it might actually be taped 
onto the painting but also for the reaction it gets 
when someone tries to lift the paper and look 
under it. I once had such a piece on display at the 
New Jersey State Museum and they eventually 
found it necessary to put a barrier between the 
viewer and the painting. 

If you could sit down with any artist 
from history, who would it be and what 
would you talk about? 

For me it would have to be Salvador Dali. 
And who knows what anyone would talk about 
with him! ; 

Where can our readers see more of 
your work? 

On the East End you can see a nice group 
of work at the William Ris Gallery in 
Jamesport. It’s like an oasis. It’s connected to 
the Sherwood House Vineyards and you can 
actually enjoy a glass of wine and then stroll 
through the gallery. Mary Cantone, the gallery's 
owner, has a passion for art and it shows in 
the quality artwork she displays on her walls. 
Readers can of course visit my website, 
michaelpyrdsa.com.

he final act of Bay Street Theater’s 2018 Mainstage 
Season arrives on July 31 with its third historical 
drama, Evita. Unlike Fellow Travelers and Frost/ 
Nixon before it, the final production is a musical and 
focuses on Argentinian politics instead of American. 
Evita is a world-famous show written by Tim Rice 
with music by Andrew Lloyd Webber. It takes place 
after the death of First Lady Eva Peron at age 33, 
which hurled Argentina into a state of mourning.

an underground tango bar where a group of her 
loyal supporters assemble every year to remember . 
her political legacy. Ché, portrayed by Aladdin the 
Musical actor Trent Saunders, offers a quick breeze 
through Eva’s life story, including her impoverished 
upbringing, rise to power, and partnership with Juan 
Peron. Rosario points out that Eva still displays an 
“underlying bit of manipulation” in this version, but 
it’s more clear that whatever actions she takes, she 
does so for the people of Argentina. _ 

In typical Bay Street fashion, this large-scale 
musical will be boiled down to its core, bringing the 
audience closer to the iconic characters and events.

—U.S. Constitution amendment XVIII, section 1 


O n January 16, 1920, after decades of effort, the 
18th amendment, better known as the Volstead 
Act, went into effect, ushering in the era we know 
today as Prohibition. The act grew from the earlier 
temperance movement of the 1830s, which tried to 
tackle the stunningly excessive drinking problems of 
the average American. It’s estimated that the average 
American at the time consumed 90 bottles of 80-proof 
liquor per year. That’s four shots a day, every day, or a 
lot of liquor. As the problem grew worse, women took 
to churches hoping to enlist clergy in their crusade and, 
perhaps, to put the fear of a sober god into the hearts 
of their thirsty husbands. The clergy obliged and in the 
following decades the temperance movement gained 
momentum. Soon, politicians picked up the fight. 

This is where Bridgehampton Museum’s new 
exhibition, Boats, Barns and Bootlegging, begins. 
The first room of this two-room exhibition focuses 
on the politics of Prohibition, covering the years from 
the beginning of the temperance movement to the 
adoption of 18th amendment. Here, a visitor sees 
various political advertisements and, under glass, finds 
a collection of 19th and 20th century pro-Prohibition 
campaign pins. The same pins are featured as blown- 
up images on poster board that line the walls of 
the room. There you'll see popular slogans such as 


“Join the Camels” and “Safety First Vote Dry.” It was

the images of children, however, 
that might have won over those 
on the fence about Prohibition. 
Several buttons feature one or 
more children and slogans such 
as “Vote No License For My Sake” 
and “Vote No For Me.” One will 
also see a campaign button for 
the Prohibition Party’s ironically 
named presidential candidate Dr. 
Silas C. Swallows. 

The exhibition continues into 
a second room, covering the time 
until, as a larger-than-life New 
York Times front page says, 
“Prohibition Ends at Last, 14 Year 
Dry Era Over.” The centerpiece 
of this room, focusing more on 
the East End during Prohibition, 
is a big red bathtub, taken from 
the Nathaniel Rogers House, 
which explains the origins of 
“bathtub gin.” 


What happened on the East End THE 10 STEPS OF DRUNKENNESS 


during the Prohibition years is the 
stuff of legend, complete with bootleggers, rumrunners 
and speakeasies. Its proximity to New York and its 
seafaring history made Long Island the center of liquor 
importation from Europe, Canada and the Caribbean. 
The general practice was to have large supply ships 
anchored in international waters met by fishermen 
and farmers in smaller craft, who'd fill up and then 
take their stock ashore and deliver it to waiting trucks. 
Claudio’s Restaurant in Greenport, which at that 


time sat on stilts, was one such place these smaller 


“YOUR SUMMER PLACE” 
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craft would offload their goods 
through trap doors. During 
Prohibition, Claudio’s was a fine 
French restaurant downstairs, 
while the upstairs became a lively 
place for imbibing illegal spirits. 
Behind the glass door, at the 
left of the bar, was a dumb 
waiter that let folks downstairs 
join in the fun too, sipping from 
their “water” glasses. 

Of course; Prohibition was 
unpopular and impossible to 
fully enforce. By 1930, more than 
1,000 speakeasies had popped 
up in Suffolk County, four of 
which were reported by the East 
Hampton Star on January 2, 
1930 to have been raided. All four 
were run by women and, as a 
testament to the money to be made 
by bootlegging, all four had enough 
cash on hand—just two months 
after Black Tuesday, the day the 

Great Depression began—tocoverthe 
$1,500 bail, the equivalent of about $25,000 today. 

In February 1933, Congress proposed the 21st 
Amendment, which repealed the 18th, and ratified it 
on December 5 of that year.

I think 
a handcrafted, aged liquor complements the other 
ingredients. 


What’s your favorite beverage to take on an 
East End picnic? 
Homemade sweet ice tea devoid of any preservatives. 


What’s the most important thing to teach the 
next generation of chefs? 

Never hold back! Follow your. instincts on food 
combining and don’t be afraid of creative expression. 
Ensure the quality and taste—I’ve taste tested my ice

CHEF ARIE AND LIZ PAVLOU IN BISTRO ETE’S KITCHEN 


ur famous summer series of food events, Dan’s 

Taste of Summer (DTOS)—Rosé Soirée, Chefs 
of the North Fork, GrillHampton, Taste of Two 
_ Forks—concludes on August 4 with Dan’s Corona 
MonTaco Oceanfront Fiesta at Gurney’s Yacht 
Club Resort & Marina in Montauk. But we actually 
got the ball rolling with a no-holds-barred dinner for 
serious foodies—our DTOS sponsors—on May 22. The 
memorable meal was held at Bistro Eté in Water Mill. 
After taking some time to recover from the effects of so 
much good food and wine, I recently played a game of 
20 questions with the South Fork’s only Cyprus-born, 
Cordon Bleu-trained chef—Arie Pavlou, owner, with 
his wife Liz, of Bistro Eté. 

While Chef Arie self-identifies as a “carnivore,” 
Liz is a longtime vegetarian. They work in concert to 
develop a menu to please all palates and preferences. 
Liz says that Arie will often shout, “Hey Liz, taste this, 
it’s amazing!” And, according to her, Arie “Sexy Chef” 
Pavlou, “makes love to every pan in that kitchen.” 
That’s a lot of love. sa, 

1. If rosé were a car, where would you drive it? 

Down a windy road into the country. 


2. How do memories of Cyprus continue to influence 
your work? 

The freshness and spontaneity of nature—it rained 
last night, there’ll be mushrooms tomorrow. I keep a 
garden right outside our restaurant’s kitchen. 


3. What’s your earliest food memory? 

The commandaria donkey mill, the smell of the 
grapes and the fresh wine, the bees and wasps dying in 
the pre-fermentation. 


4. How does living on the East End influence 
your cooking? 

The availability of the seasonal bounty of the East 
End—fish, vegetables, fruit—I use what’s in season. I 
love preparing fish because it’s so fresh out here. The 
fish itself is different, changes every couple of weeks. 


5. What’s an ingredient or method that you refuse 
to use? 

I stay away from farmed fish. The best fishing is 
right here!

6. When did you begin to truly appreciate wine? 

I’ve been allowed to drink wine with dinner since 
I was ten. I “discovered” Champagne when I was 
at school in France. You need knowledge of how 
wine is made in order to pair it and to converse with 
your diners. 

Bistro Eté is the first restaurant where I’ve 
curated the wine list—really tasting and understanding 
the pairings. 


7. Which Long Island wines are you drinking 
these days? 

We're enjoying our housemade rosé “juice and gin” 
cocktails and we're celebrating summer with Channing 
Daughters Cuvée Tropical, paired with our ceviche. 


8. What does “wine is food” signify to you? 

It means you can have a bottle of wine for dinner! 
If you’re not on Weight Watchers. Every time you eat 
or drink, make it a personal goal to enjoy every drop, 
sip and morsel. Every glass is a meditation on texture, 
flavor and body. Memories resurface with every sip. 
Every time you take a bite, go somewhere in your 
mind—then we know we've done our mission, it’s not 
just about being full. Romanticize. 


9. What’s the most unusual substitution you’ve ever 
been asked to make? 

To shave truffles onto our curry scallops with 
pomegranate seeds. At first I refused. But they loved it. 
I told some other customers about it—they loved it too. 


10. What’s your favorite celebrity dining story? 

Saul Katz, President of the Mets, came to Bistro Eté 
when it was a summer pop-up across the street. He 
was thrilled by our pappardelle with short ribs. He was 
there every week and so was his brother-in-law Fred 
Wilpon. Mr. Katz said I could have tickets to a game as 
long as he could have a seat in our restaurant. That’s 
cool. At the end of the summer, Labor Day weekend, we 
had no chairs left and I heard Liz answering the phone 
messages. Mr. Katz’s assistant was on there insisting 
that we always had a seat for him. I just laughed. The 
funny thing is, I don’t even follow baseball! 


11. What piece of equipment do you covet? 
An ice cream machine—a BIG one! 


12. What’s the most important thing to teach the 
next generation of diners? 

Appreciate the time and effort that goes into making 
your dinner. Don’t be in a rush, ENJOY. 


13. How can chefs help to make positive changes in 
American eating? ; 

Stay away from  mass-processed foods— 
preservatives and all that garbage! Embrace the 
clean and natural. 


14. What dish do you like to prepare for vegans? | 

Grilled Romaine lettuce filled with beans or a 
zucchini spaghetti (“zoodles”) dish. We get a lot of 
vegans. I enjoy this pleasant challenge. I don’t want 
to serve something I myself don’t like—vegan or not. 
Most of our soups du jour are vegan, almost all of them 
are vegetarian. 


15. What beverage do you pair with it? ~ 
A white Bordeaux from Graves. 


16. What makes a cocktail a “craft cocktail?” 
Originality and use of superior, fresh 
ingredients. Handmade, naturally infused, not canned 
or frozen. The Green Thumb farmstand gave me a 
lemongrass plant, which we often use in cocktails, and 

with teas. 


17. What’s the most unusual receptacle you've drunk 
an alcoholic beverage from? 

Not a shoe...hollowed out gourds in Cyprus [but 
that’s] normal for me.
